None of the references discloses alone or in combination a rectangular response 
optical filter partitioning a limited spectral interval in a light flux with wide spectrum 
including a converging focusing optical system placed between the grating and the 
reflector and a reflector disposed in the focal plane of the focusing optical system which 
has a dimension limited in the dispersion plane, wherein the position and the limited 
dimension of the reflector in the dispersion plane determine the partitioned spectral 
interval, in combination with the remaining claimed limitations. 
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The most relevant references. Martin et al. (U.S. Patent 6,249,364 and U.S. 
Patent 6.330,090). Graindorge et al. (U.S. Patent 6.507.597 and 6,529.327) and Lefevre 
et al. (U.S. Patent 5.594.744) disclose a Littman-Metcalf configuration. However, there 
are no disclosures in the documents cited disclose or suggest the structural and 
functional features as the claimed limitations above.
